This  being  our  first  Meeting  in  general  Assembly  since 
the  Conclusion  of  the  Peace  with  France  and  Spain  give 
me  Leave  (though  late)  to  congratulate  you  on  the  happy 
Event,  so  glorious  to  his  Majesty  and  the  Arms  of  great 
Britain  and  so  particularly  beneficial  to  these  Southern 
Provinces. 

We  are  happy,  Gentlemen  in  the  Consequences  of  this 
Peace  also  in  the  great  Probability  and  Prospect  of  a 
Continuance  of  Peace  and  Friendship  with  the  several 
Nations  of  Indians,  for  even  the  Creeks  whose  fidelity 
was  most  to  be  suspected,  have  given  the  strongest  Marks 
and  Assurances  of  their  pacific  and  good  Intentions ;  and 
we  are  Still  more  happy  in  a  general  Harmony  and  Con- 
fidence amongst  our  Selves. 

Therefore  let  us  consider  what  Measures  are  in  our 
Power  which  may  best  promote  the  general  Welfare  and 
Prosperity  of  the  Province  in  which  I  shall  be  always 
ready  to  give  my  hearty  Concurrence.

His  Majesty's  Post  Master  general  bemg  concerting 
Measures  for  settling  a  regular,  and  constant  Post 
throughout  the  Colonies,  it  is  the  Kings  Pleasure  that  I 
should  recommend  it  to  you  to  provide  for  the  Establish- 
ment of  Ferries,  and  erecting  proper  Buildings  on  the 
Water  side,  wherever  the  same  may  be  found  necessary 
within  this  Province,  that  the  Post  may  not  meet  with 
any  Delays  or  Interruptions  in  passing.

Mr  President  reported  that  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernour had  made  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  which  Mr 
President  said,  to  prevent  Mistakes,  he  had  obtained  a 
Copy  which  was  read  to  the  House  and  is  as  follows, 
viz1, 

Honourable  Gentlemen 

Mr  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly, 

Amidst  the  Blessings  of  Peace,  let  us  give  our  Atten- 
tion to  such  Objects  as  may  best  increase  the  Strength  and 
Wealth  of  this  valuable  and  thriving  Colony;  we  have 
good  Lands  but  want  Inhabitants  to  cultivate  and  improve 
them;  Every  possible  Means  and  Assistance  therefore 
should  be  used  and  given  to  attain  this  desirable  End, 
and  invite  gfood  Settlers  to  come  amongst  Us:    And  it 
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gives  me  great  Pleasure  to  have  it  in  my  Power  to  inform 
you  that,  in  Consequence  of  a  Reserve  made  of  Land  for 
a  Township  on Ogechee  River,  about  One  hun- 
dred and  forty  Miles  from  Savannah,  a  considerable 
Number  of  industrious,  reputable,  protestant  Families  are 
willing,  and  ready,  to  come  over,  from  Ireland,  to  this 
Province,  to  settle  on  those  Lands ;  Provided  they  can  be 
assisted  towards  paying  their  Passage  out,  and  in  some 
other  little  Matters,  also  have  their  Lands  exempted  from 
the  provincial  Tax  for  a  reasonable  Time — 

The  many  and  great  Advantages  that  will  result  to  the 
Province  by  having  a  Settlement  of  a  Number  of  sober, 
regular,  and  industrious,  Families  in  that  Part  of  the 
Countrey,  are  so  evident  that  it  is  needless  for  me  even 
to  hint  at  them ;  I  shall  lay  before  you  a  Sketch  of  the 
Expence,  and  propose  a  Method  by  which,  I  hope,  the 
Assistance  desired  may  be  easily  given:  And  doubt  not 
but  you  will  go  as  far,  on  this  Occasion,  as  the  Nature  of 
it  deserves  consistent  with  the  present  Situation  and  Cir- 
cumstances of  the  People — 

The  Encouragement  and  Ease  of  Trade  and  Naviga- 
tion also  deserves  our  serious  Attention  in  so-far  as  it  lies 
in  our  Power  to  give  Assistance;  I  must  therefore  rec- 
ommend to  your  Consideration  the  Improvement  of  the 
Navigation  of  our  River,  at  least  that  you  will  fall  on 
effectual  Means  to  prevent  it's  growing  worse,  by  the 
great  Quantities  of  Earth  and  Sand  that,  in  rainy  Seasons, 
washes  and  breaks  down  into  it  from  the  Bluff  before  the 
Town,  and  which  must  in  a  short  Time  considerably  affect 
and  injure  the  Navigation :  It  likewise  seems  expedient  to 
make  some  Addition  to  the  Law  for  regulating  Pilots,  by 
which  the  Commissioners  may  be  further  impowered  and 
enabled  to  compel  them  to  be  more  attentive  to,  and  vigi- 
lant in,  the  Discharge  of  their  Duty.  These,  and  any 
"  other  proper  Measures  that  may  appear  necessary  or 
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Useful  towards  the  Advancement  of  the  public  Weal, 
I  shall  most  heartily  concur  with  you  in,  and  am  certain 
I  need  not  use  any  Arguments  to  induce  you  to  set  about 
them  with  a  becoming  spirit;  nor  mention,  on  this  Oc- 
casion, Harmony  and  Temper ;  but  give  me  leave  to  rec- 
ommend Dispatch  which  must,  doubtless,  render  the 
Session  more  agreeable  and  pleasant  to  every  Person  con- 
cerned—

at  the  Place  of  Delivery — 

I  must  also  acquaint  you,  Gentlemen,  that  Captain 
Alleck  has  made  a  Demand  upon  me  to  fulfill  a  Promise 
made  him  by  Governor  Ellis  in  Consideration  of  Services 
performed  by  him  at  the  Request  of  Governor  Ellis  in 
the  Time  of  the  Indian  Alarm.  Alleck  says  the  Promise 
was  Thirty  Head  of  Cattle,  and  Mr  Nunes  remembers 
the  Thing.  I  have  just  now  some  Assurances  from 
Alleck  with  Respect  to  Satisfaction  for  the  Murders,, 
agreeable  to  a  Talk  now  going  from  me  to  the  Nation 
on  that  Occasion,  and  therefore  am  of  Opinion  that  en- 
abling me  to  perform  Governour  Ellis's  Promise  will  at

"Use  and  Support  of  the  Government  of  Georgia  for  the

"collecting  of  Arrears"  that  appear  highly  improper; 
which  the  House  of  Assembly  having  refused  to  agree 
to,  we  think  it  incumbent  on  Us  to  leave  upon  Record 
in  our  Journals  our  Objections  against  those  Articles  and 
our  Reasons  for  passing  the  Bill  in  the  exceptionable 
Manner  it  now  stands  as  a  Justification  of  our  Conduct 
on  this  Occasion. 

The  first  Article  objected  to  is  the  following 

"To  Charles  Garth  Esqr  Agent  for  this  Province  his 
Salary  £  100/' 

Which  this  House  thinks  irregular  and  ought  not  to 
stand  in  the  Bill  because  this  House  has  disagreed  to  the 
Ordinance  sent  from  the  Commons  House  for  appointing 
the  said  Charles  Garth  Esq'  Agent  for  this  Province  he 
being  now  Agent  for  South  Carolina;  and  as  Disputes 
often  arise  between  adjoining  Colonies  and  Matters  of 
Consequence  are  now  depending  which  are  opposed  by 
the  Province  of  South  Carolina,  it  must  be  incompatible

tor  him  to  discharge  his  Duty  to,  and  the  Trust  reposed 
in  him  by  both  Provinces.  This  House  is  however  the 
less  concerned  at  this  Article  standing  in  the  Bill  because 
as  there  is  no  Agent  and  can  be  none  legally  appointed 
without  the  Concurrence  of  this  House  the  Sum  intended 
to  be  provided  for  that  Service  although  it  is  suffered  to 
remain  in  the  Bill  cannot  be  issued  and  applied 

This  House  further  observes  with  much  Concern  an- 
other Article  in  the  Bill  namely  "To  reimburse  the 
"Treasurer  the  Sum  by  him  lent  to  be  remitted  Charles 
"Garth  Esqr  for  his  Services  to  this  Province  Fifty  four 
"Pounds"  Which  this  House  thinks  irregular  unprece- 
dented and  has  a  direct  Tendency  to  subvert  its  essential 
Rights  and  Priviledges  for  the  following  Reasons — 

Ist  Because  Mr  Garth  did  not  act  under  proper  legis- 
•nuc  lative  Authority,  having  been  employed  by  the  House  of 
m  continued  Assembly  alone,  without  the  Consent  or  Concurrence  of 
this  House,  and  that  at  a  Time  when  this  Province  had 
an  Agent  in  Great  Britain  appointed  by  an  Act  of  the 
general  Assembly  and  paid  by  the  Province  for  sollick- 
ing the  public  Business. 

2nd  Because  admitting  Mr  Garth  had  been  duly  ap- 
pointed (which  he  was  not)  to  transact  the  provincial 
Business  yet  as  the  House  of  Assembly  did  not  communi- 
cate to  this  House  the  Instructions  they  gave  him  nor 
have  as  yet  acquainted  Us  with  the  Services  he  has  done 
for  the  Province;  it  is  impossible  for  Us  to  form  any 
Judgment  of  the  Reward  he  is  intituled  to. 

3*,y  Because  the  Article  as  it  stands  in  the  Bill  "To 
"reimburse  the  Treasurer  the  Sum  by  him  lent  to  be  re* 
"mitted  Charles  Garth  for  his  Services  to  this  Province; 
"Fifty  four  Pounds"  must  be  presumed  to  be  a  private 
Transaction  between  the  Commons  House  and  the  Treas-

urer  as  we  cannot  suppose  he  would  lend  or  dispose  of 
the  Public  Money  but  in  Consequence  of  a  joint  Act  or 
Concurrence  of  the  whole  legislative  Body,  all  the  Moneys 
lodged  in  his  hands  being  appropriated  to  particular  Pur- 
poses by  Acts  of  the  general  Assembly  to  be  issued  by 
Order  of  the  Governour  and  Council  which  Concurrence 
and  Order  having  neither  been  asked  for,  nor  obtained, 
by  the  House  of  Assembly  is  considered  as  contrary  to 
the  said  Acts  of  the  general  Assembly  irregular,  unpar- 
liamentary and  a  flagrant  Infringement  of  the  constitu- 
tional Rights  of  this  House. 

4th,y  Because  the  raising  of  Money  for  services  per- 
formed by  the  sole  Direction  of  the  House  of  Assembly 
without  this  House  being  either  previously  consulted  or 
concurring  with  them  is  a  most  dangerous  precedent, 
which,  if  established,  would  put  it  in  the  Power  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  alone  to  raise  what  Mon^y  they 
please  and  apply  it  to  what  Purposes  they  think  fit  with- 
out any  Check  or  Controul  from  this  House,  by  which 
this  House  will  be  deprived  of  it's  just  and  constitutional 
Rights  and  Priviledges  that  useful  and  necessary  Bal- 
lance  which  our  Constitution  has  wisely  established  be- 
tween the  several  Branches  of  the  Legislature  be  de- 
stroyed and  the  Public  consequently  liable  to  be  highly 
injured. 

For  which  Reasons  this  House  is  of  Opinion  that  it 
would  be  fully  justified  in  rejecting  this  Bill,  but  as  the 
rejecting  of  it  at  this  Time  might  be  hurtful  to  the 
public  Credit  and  highly  prejudicial  to  the  Welfare  of

sideration that  such  a  Bill  may  be  framed  as  may  best 
Secure  to  us  peace  and  Quiet  as  well  as  a  beneficial  Inter- 
course with  the  Indians :  And  if  any  other  Matters  Oc- 
cur to  you  which  may  be  productive  of  Salutary  Conse- 
quences to  this  Province,  and  requiring  the  Aid  of  the 
Legislature  I  shall  very  readily  and  with  Great  Pleasure 
join  therein. 

I  have  the  Satisfaction  to  acquaint  you  that  his  Maj- 
esty has,  on  my  representation  and  request  been  gracious- 
ly pleased  to  approve  of  my  appropriating  for  a  Time 
Three  Hundred  Pounds,  out  of  the  Powder  fund  for 
Building  the  Lazaretto ;  and  has  also  been  pleased  to  au- 
thorise me  to  Sign  Grants  for  Lands  in  Townships  Ex- 
empt from  Quit  Rents  for  the  Term  of  Ten  Years ;  and 
has  also  been  pleased  to  permitt  me  to  pass  such  a  Law 
for  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  Negroes  and  other 
Slaves  as  I  shall  think  best  adapted  to  the  True  Policy 
and  Local  Circumstances  of  this  Province  under  a  Cer- 
tain restriction  which  I  shall  Communicate  to  you  here- 
after— 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly 

As  I  conceive  by  passing  the  Tax  Bill  earlier  than  usual 
the  Tax  may  be  made  payable  at  a  more  Seasonable  and 
better  time  for  the  Inhabitants,  Therefore  I  shall  direct 
the  Treasurer  forthwith  to  furnish  You  with  an  Account

to  acquaint  you  that  his  Majesty  considers  that  Measure 
to  be  of  a  most  dangerous  and  Factious  tendency,  and 
that  I  have  it  in  Charge  to  endeavour  to  prevail  on  your 
House  not  to  receive  or  give  any  Countenance  to  that 
Letter,  and  which  his  Majesty  from  the  Confidence  he

Accordingly  the  House  immediately  waited  on  his  Ex- 
cellency and  presented  Noble  Wimberiy  Jones  Esqp  for 
their  Speaker,  which  choice  his  Excellency  greatly  ap- 
proved And  then  his  Excellency  made  a  Speech  to  both 
Houses  And  having  left  the  House,  Mr  President  took 
the  Chair  and  reported  that  his  Excellency  the  Govern- 
our  had  made  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  which  M* 
President  said,  to  prevent  Mistakes,  he  had  obtained  a 
Copy,  which  was  read  to  the  House  and  is  as  follows, 
Viz* 


Honourable  Gentlemen 

Mr  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly, 

As  we  had  not  Time  during  the  last  Session  of  Assetn- 
gjj™^*  bly  to  prepare  all  the  Bills  that  seemed  necessary,  I  must 
both  hooms-  now  recommend  for  your  Consideration  the  framing  of 
a  Bill  to  prevent  Encroachments  and  Trespasses  being 
committed  on  the  Lands  and  Hunting  Grounds  of  the 
Indians ;  for  as  it  is  some  Time  since  our  Boundary  Line 
has  been  intirely  finished  and  marked  to  the  mutual  Sat- 
isfaction of  myself  and  the  Indians,  and  as  I  then  pledged 
my  Word  to  them  that  I  would  take  Care  to  prevent 
Encroachments  and  Trespasses  beyond  it,  it  is  now  be- 
come an  Object  with  me  to  discharge  that  Promise,  so 
necessary  for  the  public  Peace  and  Safety,  and  which 
requires  the  Aid  of  the  Legislature. 
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And  the  present  confused  and  disorderly  State  of  the 
Trade  carried  on  with  the  Indians  cries  aloud  for  our 
Interposition  and  most  serious  and  best  Attention;  the 
very  frequent  and  well  founded  Complaints  I  receive  from 
the  Indians,  and  the  many  Abuses  which  are  daily  com- 
mitted by  the  Traders  and  others,  in  the  Indian  Country, 
and  other  Places  and  ports  of  the  Province,  are  such,  as 
possibly,  will  bring  the  Indians  upon  Us  if  not  speedily 
redressed  and  prevented  for  the  future :  I  know  the  Task 
is  arduous,  and  the  more  so  from  the  mode  adopted  by 
Authority  for  the  granting  of  Licenses  to  trade;  and 
that  no  remedy  we  may  attempt  will  be  altogether  per- 
fect and  compleat,  unless,  in  some  Measure,  concurred 
in,  and  aided  by  the  Neighboring  Provinces :  but  this  is 
the  Province  that  will  suffer  first,  and  most,  if  we  should 
have  a  rupture  with  the  Indians. 

The  Southern  Provinces  have  King's  Troops  and  few 
Plantations  as  yet  of  any  great  Value  or  Con- 
squence  (ilc)  to  disturb  or  break  up;  and  the  northern 
Province  is  now  very  populous,  and  may  make  a  suffi- 
cient Stand  to  defend  themselves;  but  I  fear,  in  Time 
of  Peril,  we  should  not  be  able  to  do  a  great  deal  against 
so  formidable  an  Enemy. 

And  that  our  very  flourishing  Colony  would  meet  with 
such  an  Interruption  as  it  would  not  recover  for  a  Con- 
siderable Time;  and  therefore  let  us  not  omit  every 
means  in  our  Power  to  prevent  the  unhappy  Consequences 
which,  it  is  pretty  clear,  the  present  State  of  the  general 
Intercourse  with  the  Indians  must  soon  be  productive  of, 
if  suffered  to  continue. 

I  am  to  Acquaint  you  Gentlemen,  that  since  our  last 
Meeting  I  have  received  his  Majesty's  Order  in  Council 
relative  to  the  iNegroe  Law  which  I  shall  lay  before  you, 
and  must  recommend  a  thorough  and  careful  revisal  of 
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our  late  Law,  the  present  Law,  and  the  Patrol  Laws; 
that  such  a  General  Bill  may  be  framed,  from  the  whole, 
as  may  be  best  adapted  to  Answer  the  several  Purposes 
necessary  with  respect  to  our  Negroes.  The  Night 
Patrol  or  Town  guard  Duty,  as  at  present  performed  by 
the  Inhabitants,  seems  to  be  upon  a  disagreeable  and  im- 
proper Footing;  and  as  this  Duty  is  absolutely  necessa- 
ry to  be  done,  I  must  recommend  it  to  your  Consideration 
whether  it  may  not  be  expedient  to  raise  such  a  Sum  of 
Money  as  may  be  sufficient  to  defray  the  Expence  of 
keeping  in  Pay  a  constant  Watch  Company;  and  to  frame 
a  Law  subjecting  them  to  such  Orders  Regulations  and 
Discipline  as  may  be  judged  Proper  for  that  Purpose, 
in  the  framing  of  all  which  necessary  and  salutary 
Bill  (ilc)  I  shall  be  ready  to  give  my  best  Assistance. 

I  must  recommend  it  to  you  to  inquire  what  Laws  will 
expire  with  the  present  Session,  or  are  near  expiring 
and  that  such  of  them  as  appear  to  be  of  Utility  may  be 
further  continued  and  amended  if  any  of  them  shall  be 
found  to  require  Amendment. 

And  having  laid  before  you  the  several  Matters  which 
occurred  to  me  as  most  materially  necessary  for  your 
Consideration,  before  I  conclude  it  is  my  Duty  to  ob- 
serve to  vou  that  I  am  authorized  to  declare  that,  not- 
withstanding any  Thing  that  may  have  been  thrown  out 
by  factious  People,  who  are  Enemies  to  the  Peace  and 
Prosperity  of  both  great  Britain  and  the  Colonies,  yet 
it  is  not  the  Intention  of  his  Majesty,  or  his  present 
Ministers,  to  propose  laying  any  further  Taxes  or  Duties 
on  America,  but  on  the  contrary  to  propose  taking  off 
several  of  those  already  laid.  And  I  must  also  observe 
that  the  many  Instances  of  Encouragement  given  to  the 
Productions  of  the  Colonies  during  the  last  Session  of 
Parliament  at  a  vast  Expence  to  the  Mother  Country,* 
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without  any  Solicitation  on  the  part  of  America;  (which 
several  Acts  I  will  send  you)  must  clearly  shew,  and 
convince  us  beyond  a  Doubt,  of,  the  beneficent  Disposi- 
tion of  the  Crown  and  Parliament  towards  the  Colonies. 
And  be  assured  that  whatever  real  Grievances  America 
may  labour  under  will  be  duely  Attended  to  and  redress- 
ed; so  that  if  we  have  any  Feeling,  if  there  be  the  least 
Spark  of  Gratitude,  remaining,  I  should  hope  these 
Things  would  rekindle  that  truely  filial  Passion,  which 
ought  to  glow  in  the  Breast  of  every  American  for  the 
Mother  Country.  'Tis  well  known  that  the  Interests  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies  are  one  and  the  same,  I 
think  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  are  inseparable,  and  that 
they  must  stand  and  fall  together;  great  Britain  can  nev- 
er seriously  mean  to  oppress  or  distress  America;  and 
in  whatever  Degree  she  might  attempt  to  do  so  she  would 
wound  herself:  and  so  on  the  other  Hand  the  greatest 
Care  and  Caution  should  be  had  in  the  Steps  taken  by 
the  Colonies  that  may  be  injurious  to  great  Britain  it's 
a  dangerous  Attempt,  and  the  Weapon,  or  means  used, 
may  prove  like  a  two  edged  Sword,  and  probably  will 
be  found  to  cut  both  ways.  It  is  therefore  much  to  be 
wished  that,  instead  of  resentful  and  injurious  Meas- 
ures, such  only  were  pursued  as  might  restore  that  Mu- 
tual Confidence  and  Affection,  upon  which  the  Glory  and 
Safety  of  the  whole  british  Empire  depend;  and  which 
let  me  earnestly  recommend  to  you  to  adopt  and  cherish. 

Such  other  Things  as  I  have  to  communicate  to  you 
I  shall  do  by  Messages.

May  it  please  your  Excellency, 

We  his  Majesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects  the 
Addw-B-    Council  of  Georgia  in  general  Assembly  met  beg  leave 
to  return  your  Excellency  our  sincere  Thanks  for  your 
affectionate  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  Assembly. 

As  we  are  sensible  that  a  Law  to  prevent  Incroach- 
ments  on  the  Lands  and  hunting  Grounds  of  the  Indians 
is  absolutely  necessary,  and  that  a  regulation    of   the 
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Trade  carried  on  with  them  and  a  Provision  for  the 
Punishment  of  Offences,  and  Prevention  of  Abuses,  com- 
mitted in  the  Indian  Nation  by  Traders  and  others,  re- 
quire also  the  immediate  Interposition  of  the  Legislature : 
your  Excellency  may  rest  assured  that  we  shall  very 
readily,  and,  in  a  Matter  of  such  Moment  to  the  Prov- 
ince, with  peculiar  Chearfulness,  concur  in  the  framing 
such  an  Act  as  may,  as  far  as  possible  in  Us,  remedy 
those  Evils,  and  for  the  future  prevent  the  too  well

the  Preservation  of  our  internal  Peace,  by  a  proper  Reg- 
ulation for  ordering  and  governing  our  Slaves,  is  also 
a  Matter  of  the  utmost  Importance ;  and  shall  be  partic- 
ularly attended  to,  and  concurred  in,  by  Us;  as  shall 
any  Act  that  may  be  thought  necessary  and  expedient 
for  establishing  a  Watch  in  the  Tavpn  of  Savannah: 
And  we  return  your  Excellency  our  most  hearty  Thanks 
for  your  Offers  of  Assistance  in  the  several  Matters 
recommended  to  us ;  your  Obliging  readness  (ilc)  on  such 
Occasions  we  have  often  experienced  and  gratefully  Ac- 
knowledge. 

The  Declaration  which  your  Excellency  is  Authorized 
to  make  of  the  future  Intentions  of  our  most  gracious 
Sovereign,  and  his  present  Ministers,  with  Respect  to 
America,  and  the  taking  off  several  Duties  already  laid 
on  by  Parliament,  yields  us  the  highest  Satisfaction;  es- 
pecially when  we  consider  the  Instances  of,  unsolicited, 
Encouragement  given  to  the  Productions  of  the  Colo 
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nies,  as  convincing  Proofs  of  the  most  favourable  Dis- 
position of  the  Crown  and  Parliament  towards  them: 
And  we  are  hopeful  that  an  Attention  to,  and  the  redress 
of  such  real  Grievances  as  America  may  labour  under, 
on  the  one  Hand,  and  a  Pursuit  of  Prudent,  dutiful,  and 
cautious  Measures,  by  the  Colonies,  on  the  other,  will, 
under  God,  be  the  means  of  healing  and  composing  those 
Differences  which  have  unhappily  and  already  too  long 
subsisted,  and  for  restoring  that  mutual  Confidence  and 
Affection,  which  every  Man,  who  means  well  to  his 
Country,  must  ardently  wish  for,  and  will  ever  be  ready 
to  promote  and  cherish*

in  England,  indented  themselves,  personally,  or  with 
their  Parents,  to  the  Honourable  the  Trustees  of  the 
Colony  of  Georgia  to  serve  them  five  Years  in  the  said 
Colony,  at  the  Expiration  of  which,  every  Family  was 
to  obtain  of  the  said  Trustees  fifty  Acres  of  Land  to  them 
and  their  Heirs  for  ever 

That  accordingly  they  were  brought  over  into  this 
Province  at  the  Expence  of  the  Trustees,  and  did  serve 
the  said  Trustees  during  the  full  Term  of  five  Years  at 
the  Expiration  of  which  the  Township  of  Vernonburgh 
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(not  by  their  Choice  but  by  express  Order  of  the  Trust) 
was  laid  out,  and  fifty  Acres  of  Land  with  a  Lot  in  the 
said  Town  given  unto  them,  as  they  had  been  promised 
That  the  Petitioners  that  still  survive,  and  the  Petition- 
ers, the  Descendants  of  the  first  Comers,  or  holding 
under  them,  have  cleared,  improved,  planted,  and  built 
upon,  the  said  Lands  unmolested,  and  the  Lands  un- 
claimed (that  they  were  ever  legally  informed  of)  by 
any  other  Person,  and  have  done  all  the  Duties  and  born 
all  the  Burthens  of  Freeholders  ever  since  the  Year  1743 

The  Petitioners  were  informed  that  the  Land  so  or- 
dered them  as  a  reward  for  five  Years  Servitude  by 
them  settled,  upon  the  Public  Faith  of  the  then  Govern- 
ment, and  for  which  they  have  obtained  his  Majesty's 
Grants  were  claimed  by  some  Person  never  Resident  in 
this  Province,  whereby  the  Petitioners  were  in  Danger 
of  loosing  the  very  small  reward  of  five  Years  labour, 
and,  in  their  old  Age,  to  be  deprived  of  their  Habita- 
tions and  Improvements  without  the  least  Fault  on  their 
Part,  no  prior  Grant  appearing,  of  Record,  in  any  Pub- 
lick  Office,  in  manifest  prejudice  of  their  Contract  with 
the  then  Government  of  this  Province,  and  their  almost 
total  Ruin,  Therefore  praying  that  their  very  distressed 
Case  might  be  taken  into  Consideration,  and  such  Relief 
granted  them  in  the  Premises  as  in  Wisdom  should  seem 
meet

Mr  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly. 

As  I  have  nothing  in  Particular  in  Charge  from  his 
Majesty  to  lay  before  you  I  shall  therefore  Just  Mention 
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two  or  three  Matters  which  to  Me  appear  to  be  of  great 
Importance  to  the  Prosperity  of  this  Province. 

A  Bill  for  the  Better  Regulation  of  Indian  Affairs, 
And  restraining  our  back  Settlers  from  Trading  and 
Trafficking  with  them  is  Certainly  a  Matter  of  the  ut- 
most Consequence;  My  Sentiments  on  this  Subject  are 
so  well  known  to  you,  that  I  shall  only  say,  That  altho' 
no  Law  Passed  by  us  may  be  altogether  Effectual  with- 
out the  Concurrence  of  some  of  the  Neighbouring  Colo- 
nies, yet  its  very  clear  to  me  that  from  the  Materials  you 
had  before  You  the  Last  Cession;  such  a  Bill  may  be 
framed  as  will  Answer  many  Salutary  Purposes,  the 
Reconsideration  of  which  I  must  Recommend  to  You. 

In  October  1765  I  observed  that  the  encouragement 
and  ease  of  Trade  and  Navigation  deserved  our  Serious 
Attention,  and  recommended  to  the  Consideration  of  the 
Council  and  then  House  of  Assembly  the  Improvement 
of  the  Navigation  of  our  River,  at  least  that  they  would 
fall  on  some  Effectual  Means  to  prevent  its  growing 
worse  by  the  great  Quantities  of  Earth  and  Sand  that 
in  Rainey  Seasons  washed  down  into  the  River  from  the 
Bluff  before  the  Town  and  which  I  apprehend  would  in 
a  short  time  Affect  and  Injure  the  Navigation.  This 
Matter  Gentlemen  was  then  Approved  of  by  both  Houses, 
but  it  so  happened  that  nothing  was  done  in  it  at  that 
time,  or  has  been  since,  And  I  am  Affraid  the  Naviga- 
tion is  much  Injured  thereby,  Let  me  therefore  again 
Recommend  it  to  your  Consideration.  And  as  we  know 
by  experience  that  Seamen  and  Poor  People  Suffer  great- 
ly for  want  of  proper  care  when  sick,  if  a  small  part  of 
the  Common,  in  a  Convenient  place  was  Appropriated  to 
build  an  Infirmary  upon,  and  some  little  Assistance 
could  be  given  towards  it  I  think  it  would  Answer  a 
very  Charitable  and  good  Purpose.

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The  Publick  Faith  and  Credit  of  this  Province  has

In  a  letter  I  have  received  from  the  Earl  of  Hillsbor- 
ough, one  of  his  Majestys  Principal  Secretaries  of  State, 
respecting  the  Conduct  of  the  Assembly  in  February  1771, 
particularly  in  Imprisoning  the  deputy  Secretary,  for  de- 
clinining  <8lc)  to  be  Examined  by  a  Committee  of  that  As- 
sembly upon  Oath,  and  that  of  an  unusual  Nature,  I  am 
commanded  to  Signify  to  you  his  Majestys  disapprobation 
of  the  measures  pursued  by  that  Assembly,  And  his  firm 
Resolution  not  to  suffer  the  continuance  of  any  Assembly, 
that  shall  adopt  such  Unjustifiable  Claims,  and  presume 
to  Arrogate  powers  so  dangerous  to  the  liberty  of  the 
Subject.  And  in  another  Letter  which  I  have  lately  re- 
ceived from  his  Lordship,  in  respect  to  the  proceedings  of 
the  Late  Assembly,  I  have  it  also  in  Command  from  the 
King,  to  Signify  to  you  his  Majesty's  disapprobation  of 
their  Conduct,  in  regard  to  the  Unwarrantable  and  uncon- 
stitutional doctrines  and  principles  held  forth  in  their 
Resolutions  relative  to  the  Governor's  right  of  Negativing 
a  Speaker,  And  his  Majesty's  Resolution  to  Resit (dc)  with 
firmness  every  Attempt  to  Violate  the  Constitution ;  that 
his  Majesty  is  however,  graciously  disposed  to  believe  that 
such  Doctrines  are  not  the  Sense  of  the  People  in  General, 
but  that  they  have  been  taken  up  in  a  Moment  of  Incon- 
siderate heat,  as  they  do  not  correspond  with  those  senti- 
ments of  Loyalty  and  duty  so  repeatedly  expressed  by  his 
Majesty's  Faithfull  Subjects  in  Georgia. 

Gentlemen, 

As  I  know  it  is  inconvenient  for  many  of  you  to  be 
absent  from  your  private  Business  at  this  Season  of  the 
year,  I  wish  to  make  this  Session  as  short  and  as  little 
burthensome  to  you  as  possible,  and  therefore  I  shall  only 
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recommend  to  your  Consideration  some  few  Matters 
which  you  may  Easily  dispatch,  and  such  otherthings  as 
are  not  immediately  necessary  may  be  defer'd  to  a  future 
meeting. 

There  are  several  useful  Laws  that  are  near  Expiring, 
&  will  expire  with  the  present  Session,  which  are  proper  to 
be  Continued,  and  at  more  convenient  time,  if  any  alter- 
ation and  Amendments  are  found  Necessary,  you  can 
more  maturely  take  them  under  consideration,  And  par- 
ticularly I  recommend  to  your  Attention  the  Continuation 
of  the  "Act  for  Raising  a  Certain  Number  of  Watchmen 
"for  preserving  good  Order  in  and  about  Savannah" 
The  Utility  of  this  Law  is  so  apparent  that  I  need  not 
point  out  the  Necessitv  of  giving  it  a  further  Existence. 
I  have  the  pleasure  to  Acquaint  you,  that  in  Consequence 
of  the  Satisfaction  demanded  of  the  Creek  Indians,  They 
have  put  to  death,  the  Indian  who  murdered  John  Carey, 
one  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Queensborough,  the  beginning 
of  December  last,  in  Presence  of  several  of  the  Traders  ; 
an  event  that  is  highly  satisfactory,  as  it  strongly  indicates 
their  Friendly  disposition  and  desire  to  maintain  the  peace 
which  at  present  subsists  between  the  English  and  them. 
If  any  Occurrences  should  Arise  during  your  present 
meeting,  that  may  appear  to  be  worthy  of  your  Imme- 
diate Consideration  I  shall  communicate  them  to  you  by 
Message 

Mr  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly, 

I  have  ordered  the  State  of  the  Publick  debts  to  be  laid 
before  you,  and  I  can  make  no  doubt  of  your  taking  the 
Most  Effectual  and  least  burthehsome  Method  of  dis- 
charging them,  As  the  Maintenance  of  the  Public  Faith 
and  Credit  is  of  the  greatest  Consequence  to  the  honor  and 
welfare  of  the  Province—  Suffer  me  Gentlemen  to  per-

When  we  met  in  Assembly  I  was  truly  disposed  to  enter 
upon  the  Publick  Business  in  such  a  manner  as  to  pro- 
mote and  facilitate,  as  much  as  in  me  lay,  such  matters  as 
were  immediately  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  Prov- 
ince, in  which  I  hoped  to  be  candidly  assisted  by  every 
branch  of  the  Legislature; 

As  a  proof  of  this  on  my  part,  I  did  in  a  few  hours  after 
I  was  made  Acquainted  with  your  choice  of  a  Speaker, 
and  before  I  had  returned  an  answer  to  your  Message  on 
that  head,  communicate  to  most  of  the  Members  of  your 
House  his  Majesty's  Instructions  to  me  to  put  a  Negative

After  so  much  time  to  deliberate  on  this  head,  I  was  in 

hopes  not  to  have  been  under  the  Necessity  of  sending 
you  a  Message  this  Morning,  which  I  did  that  you  might 
not  plead  you  were  Unacquainted  in  a  publick  Manner 
with  my  objections,  and  that  you  would  by  a  ready  ac- 
quiescence in  what  my  duty  obliged  me  to  require  of  you, 
have  enabled  me  to  have  Concurr'd  with  you  in  Carrying 
on  the  Publick  business ;  in  this  I  am  sorry  I  have  been 
Mistaken,  and  that  the  Address  you  have  presented  me  in 
Answer  to  my  Message  by  no  means  clears  up  the  point  in 
Question,  and  obliges  me,  in  pursuance  of  his  Majesty's 
Commands  to  proceed  to  a  dissolution  of  this  Assembly.

By  Accounts  I  have  received  from  the  Treasurer,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  Tax  Collected  for  some  years  past,  has 
fallen  much  short  of  the  Grants  made  in  those  Respective 
years,  by  reason  whereof,  there  is  a  Considerable  defi- 
ciency, it  therefore  appears  to  be  highly  Expedient,  that 
we  should  Examine  into  the  state  of  our  Publick  Ac-

out Delay,  And  as  there  are  Publick  Certificates  of  differ-

I  am  Informed  that  the  Taxes  have  not  been  duly  Col- 
lected in  some  parts  of  this  Province,  and  if  it  should  ap- 
per  (slc)  so,  you  will  doubtless  fall  on  some  Method  to  en- 
force a  more  punctual  and  Equal  Collection  of  them,  that 
your  good  Intention  may  not  for  the  future  be  Frustrated, 

You  cannot  be  unacquainted  with  the  present  Ruinous 
State  of  the  Goal,  and  the  frequent  Escapes  of  many  No- 
torious Criminals  and  that,  notwithstanding  the  Number 
of  Committments  few  have  been  brought  to  Justice,  And 
I  am  really  Concerned  to  think,  that  all  Criminal  Justice 
must  cease,  unless,  a  place  of  Security  is  Provided. 

Fort  George  at  Cockspurr  is  now  also  in  Total  ruin, 
Altho'  so  Necessary  for  the  Protection  of  this  Port  and 
Shipping,  and  Especially  to  Enforce  many  of  our  Laws, 
These  Matters  you  will  doubtless  take  into  your  most 
Serious  Consideration  to  provide  for  and  remedy. 

I  need  not  mention  the  Necessity  of  Continuing  many 
of  Our  Laws  which  are  near  Expiring,  And  what  other 
Matters  may  appear  to  me  to  be  worthy  of  your  Consid- 
eration, I  shall  Acquaint  you  with  by  Message.

Cap1  Stuart  the  Superintendant  and  I,  have  agreed  to 
hold  a  Congress  with  the  Creek  and  Cherokee  Indians 
at  Augusta  in  May  next,  when  I  hope  we  shall  be  able 
to  obtain  from  those  People  joyntly  a  Cession  to  his 
Majesty  of  the  Lands  in  View,  after  which  I  shall  to 
the  best  of  my  Judgment,  and  with  all  possible  dispatch, 
Proceed  on  the  plan  for  bringing  into  this  Province  a 
Number  of  good  People  to  settle  thereon. 

And  Gentlemen  in  order  to  give  the  greatest  Encour- 
agement to  Persons  to  Come  and  Purchase  those  Lands, 
I  must  recommend  it  to  your  Consideration,  whether 
Exempting  such  as  shall  really  make  settlements  and 
reside  thereon  (and  to  no  others  will  they  be  disposed  of 
and  granted)  from  attending  at  Savannah  on  Jury's  and 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  dispensed  with  for  a  limited 
time,  and  also  Easing  their  Land  Tax  may  have  a  de- 
sirable and  good  Effect. 

Gentlemen,  the  Several  Matters  laid  before  you,  and 
recommended  by  his  Honour  the  President,  I  approve 
of,  and  as  they  will  require  your  Attention  for  some 
time,  and  the  Ranting  Season  will  soon  draw  near,  I

We  saw  with  the  greatest  Pleasure  the  rapid  Progress 
made  in  the  settling  of  those  fertile  Lands,  in  Conse- 
quence of  the  uncommon  attention  of  your  Majesty's 
Governor  to  that  important  point,  and  the  prudent  Meas- 
ures taken  by  him  to  accomplish  it;  and  we  flatterM 
ourselves,  that  we  should  in  a  Short  time  have  been  so 
Strengthened  by  a  number  of  White  Inhabitants  upon 
our  Frontiers,  as  would  have  effectually  secured  us 
against  any  hostile  attempts  from  our  Indian  Neighbours. 
But  when  we  had  every  reason  to  indulge  ourselves  with

ful Subjects  in  this  Province,  and  that  we  have  the  great- 
est reason  to  dread  an  immediate  War,  with  those  cruel 
Savages,  the  Consequence  of  which  must,  in  our  weak 
and  defenceless  State,  be  the  certain  Ruin  of  this  flourish- 
ing Colony,  as  our  Enemies  are  much  too  powerful  for

In  a  Situation  so  truely  alarming,  our  only  reliance 
under  God,  is  on  your  Majesty,  whom  we  humbly  Sup- 
plicate to  order  to  our  Assistance  such  a  number  of  your 
Forces,  as  in  your  Royal  Wisdom,  you  may  think  suffi- 
cient to  protect  us  against  the  Outrages  of  our  Savage

May  it  please  your  Excellency. 

We  his  Majesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects  the 
Council  of  Georgia  in  General  Assembly  met,  having 
taken  into  our  most  serious  Consideration  the  present 
alarming  State  of  the  Province,  and  it  appearing  to  us, 
from  the  different  Accounts  which  your  Excellency  hath 
been  pleased  to  lay  before  us,  that  there  is  imminent  dan- 
ger of  a  War  with  the  Creek  Indians,  We  have  therefore 
prepared  an  humble  Address  and  Petition  to  our  most 
Gracious  Sovereign;  praying  that  he  would  be  pleased  to 
order  to  our  Assistance  such  a  number  of  his  Forces,  as 
in  his  Royal  Wisdom  he  may  think  necessary  for  the 
Protection  of  his  faithful  Subjects  here  from  any  further 
Outrages  and  depredation  of  our  Savage  Neighbours 
which  Address  and  Petition  we  now  beg  Leave  to  de- 
liver to  your  Excellency  and  request  you  to  Transmit  the 
same  to  be  laid  before  his  Majesty. 

We  have  not  presumed  to  mention  in  our  humble  ap- 
plication to  his  Majesty,  what  number  of  Forces  may  be 
necessary,  but  it  appears  to  us,  That  in  Case  of  a  War 
with  these  Savages,  (with  which  we  are  threat- 
ened) less  than  one  Thousand  Men  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  protect  us  against  a  Tribe  of  Indians  so  powerful  as 
the  Creeks,  whose  numbers  far  exceed  any  force  that  we 
-can  oppose  to  them,  And  that  even  if  a  War  could  be 
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happily  avoided;  yet  not  Less  than  five  hundred  Men  will 
be  necessary  to  defend  our  Frontiers,  and  prevent  the 
Indians  from  committing  farther  Cruelties  on  his  Maj- 
esty's Subjects 

Our  present  and  dangerous  Situation  requiring  more 
immediate  Aid  than  our  distance  from  the  Mother  Coun- 
try will  admit  of,  We  therefore  entreat  your  Excellency 
to  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  Applying  to  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  his  Majesty's  Forces  in  North  Amer- 
ica for  such  assistance  as  your  Excellency  may  think 
requisite  for  the  protection  of  the  Province,  until  his 
Majesty's  Royal  Pleasure  shall  be  known. 

The  putting  our  Frontiers  in  a  Posture  of  Defence  ap- 
pears to  us  absolutely  necessary  even  if  th£re  were,  well 
grounded  hopes  of  avoiding  at  present  a  rupture  with 
the  Indians,  as  we  cannot  conceive  that  after  what  has 
happened,  People  will  come  in  to  settle  the  Lands  lately 
Ceded  to  his  Majesty,  without  they  can  have  some  degree 
of  Security  against  a  repetition  of  the  Outrages  of  the 
Savages ;  A  Measure  of  this  kind  appears  to  us  the  more 
expedient  also  on  this  Account,  as  from  the  narrow  Limits 
of  the  Province,  before  the  late  Cession  there  were  not 
Lands  sufficient  to  accommodate  such  a  number  of  White 
Inhabitants  as  are  wanted  for  our  internal  Security,  and 
without  which  we  must  ever  remain  in  a  Defenseless 
State. 

On  this  occasion  we  cannot  help  repeating  our  best 
thanks  to  your  Excellency  for  the  great  pains  you  have 
taken  in  procuring  a  Cession  of  those  Lands,  and  the 
prudent  measures,  you  have  pursued  for  the  Settlement 
of  them ;  We  observed  with  pleasure  the  rapid  progress 
which  was  made  in  consequence  of  those  Measures,  and 
are  convinced  that  had  it  not  been  for  this  unexpected 
attack  of  the  Creek  Indians,  we  should  soon  have  had 
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such  a  number  of  industrious  Settlers,  as  would  have 
proved  Sufficient  to  have  detered  the  Indians  from  at- 
tempting to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  Province;  And  we 
are  Satisfied  that  with  timely  assistance,  the  Colony  will 
yet  reap  every  Advantage  from  the  Cession,  which  we 
had  reason  to  hope  for  from  it —

also  write  to  Major  General  Haldimand  Agreeable  to 
your  Request. 

I  wholly  Concur  with  you  in  Opinion  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  Troops  Necessary,  and  also  agree,  and  am  Clear 
beyond  a  Doubt  that  our  former  limits  were  so  Con- 
fined that  without  the  late  Acquisition  of  Territory,  this 
Province  never  could  have  Accommodated  Such  a  Num- 
ber of  White  Inhabitants  as  would  have  given  it  any 
Tolerable  degree  of  Security  against  the  Indians,  or  Other 
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Internal  Enemies,  and  must  always  have  Continued  in  a 
very  Weak  and  Defenceless  State. 

It  is  Certainly  Painfull" to  see  the  most  Pleasing  Pros-

Extracts  from  the  Journals  of  the  Upper  House  of 
Assembly  of  Georgia. 

Die  Veneris   n°  Martii   1774 

Mr  Powell  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine 
the  Journals  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  of 
this  present  Session,  respecting  the  proceedings  of  that 
House  in  regard  to  several  Resolutions  said  to  reflect  on 
this  House,  &  also  respecting  their  appointing  a  Provin- 
cial Agent  by  a  resolution  of  that  House  only ;  Reported 
That  the  said  Committee  had  met  for  that  purpose,  and 
had  some  Extracts  from  the  Journals  of  the  Commons 
House  of  Assembly,  which  Extracts  are  in  the  Words 
following  Viz1 

Commons  House  of  Assembly. 

Thursday  February  24,  1774. 

Mr  Farley  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine 
the  Journals  of  the  upper  House  respecting  theirs  pro- 
ceedings on  the  Ordinance  for  appointing  a  Provincial 
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Agent,  and  the  several  Bills  sent  from  this  House,  re- 
ported, that  by  the  Journals  of  the  upper  House,  their 
proceedings  on  the  Ordinance  for  appointing  a  Provin- 
cial Agent  are  as  follows. 

Die  Lunae  24th  January  1774 

A  Message  was  brought  from  the  Commons  House 
by  Mr  Clay  with  an  ordinance  for  re-appointing  Benja- 
min Franklin  Esqr  Agent  to  Solicit  the  affairs  of  this 
province  in  Great  Britain,  and  desiring  the  concurrence 
of  this  House  thereto. 

The  engrossed  ordinance  from  the  Commons  House 
for  reappointing  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr  Agent  to  solicit 
the  affairs  of  this  province  in  Great  Britain,  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  the  second  Time 
on  Thursday  next — 

Die  Jovis  27th  January  1774. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  read,  for  reading  the  Or- 
dinance from  the  Commons  House  for  reappointing  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  Esqr  Agent  to  solicit  the  affairs  of  this 
Province  in  Great  Britain. 

A  Motion  being  made  was  seconded,  that  the  second 
reading  of  the  ordinance  from  the  Commons  House  for 
reappointing  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr  Agent  to  solicit 
the  affairs  of  this  Province  in  Great  Britain,  be  ad- 
journed; and  the  House  being  informed  that  some  disa- 
greeable Accounts  had  been  received  from  the  Back 
Country  which  may  probably  require  the  immediate  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature  It  is  therefore  Ordered  That 
the  second  reading  of  the  said  Ordinance  be  adjourned 
to  Thursday  next. 
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Die  Jovis  3d  February,  1774 

The  order  of  the  day  being  read,  for  reading  the  ordi- 
nace  from  the  Commons  House  for  re-appointing  Ben- 
jamin (llc>  Esqr  Agent  to  solicit  the  affairs  of  this  prov- 
ince in  Great  Britain 

Ordered  That  the  second  reading  of  the  said  Ordi- 
nance be  adjourned  'til  to  morrow  Morning. 

A  Motion  was  made,  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
enquire  into  the  conduct  of  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr  dur- 
ing the  time  he  was  appointed  Agent  of  this  province,  and 
that  the  Committee  have  order  to  send  for  persons, 
papers  and  Records,  and  do  make  their  Report  to  this 
House  forthwith. 

Ordered  That  Mr  Stokes,  Mr  Johnson,  and  Mr  Hume 
be  the  Committee —  Mr  Stokes  from  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  enquire  into  the  conduct  of  Benjamin  Frank-

The  order  of  the  day  being  read,  for  the  second  read- 
ing of  the  ordinance  from  the  Commons  House  for  re- 
appointing Benjamin  Franklin  Esq1"  Agent  to  solicit  the 
affairs  of  this  province  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  question 
being  put  that  the  said  ordinance  be  now  read  a  second 
time,  it  passed  in  the  negative,  nemine  contradicente. 

Resolved,  nemine  Contradicente,  That  the  said  Ordi- 
nance be  rejected.  Your  Committee  further  report,  that 
by  the  said  Journals,  it  appears  the  Upper  House  have 
proceeded  on  the  several  bills  sent  from  this  House  (as 
your  Committee  apprehends)  in  the  usual  forms. 

The  House  having  taken  the  said  report  into  consider- 
ation Ordered,  That  Mr  Farley,  Mr  Andrew,  EF  Jones, 
Mr  Shruder,  and  Mr  Simpson,  be  a  Committee  to  enquire 
into  the  several  Matters  set  forth  in  the  journals  of  the 
upper  House  respecting  the  conduct  of  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin Esq'  since  his  appointment  as  Agent  for  this  province, 
and  particularly  during  the  years  1768,  1769  and  1770, 
and  report  their  opinion  thereon  to  the  House,  and  that 
they  have  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers,  and  records. 

Monday  February  28,   1774. 

Mr  Farley  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  enquire 
into  the  several  matters  set  forth  in  the  Journals  of  the 
upper  House  respecting  the  conduct  of  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin Esqr  since  his  appointment  as  Agent  for  this  province 
and  particularly  during  the  years  1768,  1769  and  1770. 
Report  that  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  by  an  ordi- 
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nance  passed  the  11th  day  of  May  1768  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin Esqr  was  appointed  Agent  to  solicit  the  affairs  of  this 
province  in  Great  Britain  for  one  whole  year;  That,  in 
an  Ordinance  for  re-appointing  the  said  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin to  that  office,  passed  the  27th  of  February  1770  the 
preamble  sets  forth :  And  whereas  the  dissolution  of  the 
said  Assembly  immediately  following  prevented  the  said 
ordinance  from  going  through  its  regular  Forms :  And 
whereas  the  said  Benjamin  Franklin,  notwithstanding  the 
want  of  such  appointment,  hath  continued  to  transact  the 
business  of  this  Province  in  Great  Britain,  be  it  therefore 
Ordained  &c*  That  the  said  Benjamin  Franklin  was  also 
re-appointed  Agent  by  an  ordinance  passed  the  10th  of 
May  1770;  and  by  the  journals  of  the  Commons  House 
of  the  2i*  of  December  1770,  it  appears  that  the  upper 
House  had  agreed  to  the  re-appointment  of  him  for  the 
year  1771:  That  it  appears  very  extraordinary  to  your 
Committee  that  the  objection  lately  made  to  Mr  Frank- 
lin by  the  upper  House  should  not  have  taken  place  in 
September  last,  when  they  agreed  to  a  like  ordinance 
re-appointing  the  same  Gentleman  as  Agent. 

Your  Committee  further  report:  That  the  Committee 
appointed  to  correspond  with  the  said  Benjamin  Frank- 
ling  as  Agent  transmitted  their  Instructions  to  him  by 
letter  dated  19th  of  May  1768,  a  duplicate  whereof  was 
sent  the  26th  of  the  same  month:  That  the  Committee 
received  an  Answer  thereto  from  Mr  Franklin  by  letter 
dated  the  9th  August  1768  directed  to  James  Habersham 
Esqr  That  the  said  Committee  transmitted  letters  to  Mr 
Franklin  bearing  date  the  11th,  23d  and  28th  days  of  May 
1770,  and  in  that  of  the  23d  they  say,  Perhaps  it  may  be 
necessary  to  make  an  Apology  for  an  intermission  in 
our  Correspondence  with  you  as  a  Committee,  which, 
however,  you  will  be  pleased  to  believe  did  not  arise  from 
the  least  doubt  of  your  Intentions  or  abilities  to  serve  us, 
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but  from  circumstances  arising  from  the  dissolution  of 
the  late  Assembly  which  are  now  subsided:  That  those 
letters  were  severally  answered  by  Mr  Franklin  in  his  of 
the  10th  of  August  1770  directed  to  the  Hon.  James 
Habersham  Esqr  and  the  rest  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence  for  the  Province  of  Geor- 
gia, which  Letter  is  entered  in  the  minute  book  of  the 
Said  Committee :  That  in  the  Journals  of  the  Commons 
House,  and  also  in  the  printed  Copy  thereof,  of  the  7** 
November  1769,  are  two  Letters,  dated  the  3d  of  April 
and  the  7th  of  June  1769.  received  from  Mr  Frankliri  as 
Agent  on  the  publick  business  of  this  Province :  That  the 
said  Benjamin  Franklin,  as  well  during  the  continuance 
of  his  Agency  as  since  the  expiration  thereof,  has  exerted 
his  utmost  abilities  to  serve  his  Constituents,  as  appears 
by  many  paragraphs  in  Letters  received  from  him,  (ex- 
clusive of  those  before  mentioned)  particularly  in  one 
bearing  date  the  1*  of  May  1771,  wherein  was  inclosed 
the  draught  of  a  Petition  to  his  Majesty  in  Council  rela- 
tive to  the  claim  of  lands  by  the  Assigns  of  Sir  William 
Baker  deceased,  which  said  Paragraphs  of  Letters,  and 
draught  of  petition,  were  (as  your  Committee  are  in- 
formed) communicated  to  several  Members  of  the  Upper 
House,  to  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly,  and  also 
to  most  of  the  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Corre- 
spondence: That,  upon  the  evidence  of  the  several  facts 
above  Stated,  your  Committee  have. 

Resolved  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
that  the  determination  of  the  upper  House  on  the  enquiry 
into  the  conduct  of  the  said  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr 
during  his  Agency  for  this  province,  is  uncandid,  and 
contains  unjust  reflections  on  the  publick  reputation  of 
that  Gentleman. 

Resolved    That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
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that  the  said  Benjamin  Franklin  hath  on  all  occasions 
since  his  first  appointment  as  Agent,  and  more  especially 
during  the  years  1768,  1769  and  1770,  been  indefatigable 
in  negotiating  the  affairs  of  this  province,  and  hath  faith- 
fully executed  every  matter  given  him  in  charge,  either 
from  the  the  (8lc)  Commons  House  of  Assembly,  or  by 
the  Committee  of  Correspondence 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
that  the  thanks  of  this  House  be  given  to  the  said  Ben- 
jamin (dc)  Esqr  for  the  just  discharge  of  the  important 
trust  reposed  in  him  and  that  Mr  Speaker  be  requested 
to  acquaint  him  therewith,  and  assure  him,  that  the  House 
retains  a  grateful  Sense  of  his  repeated  offers  and  en- 
deavours to  serve  the  Province 

And  the  same  being  taken  into  immediate  considera- 
tion. 

Resolved  That  the  House  doth  agree  with  the  Com- 
mittee in  their  Report. 

Wednesday  March  2,   1774. 

Motion  being  made  that  the  House  (dc)  into  the  follow- 
ing Resolutions  viz* 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  House,  that 
the  power  of  appointing  an  Agent  to  Solicit  and  transact 
the  publick  affairs  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  (llc)  in  Great 
Britain  is  a  right  and  priviledge  which  is  and  ought  to 
be  exclusively  lodged  in  the  Representatives  of  the  Peo- 
ple. 

Resolved,  That  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr  be  Agent 
for  one  whole  year,  commencing  from  this  2*  day  of 
March,  1774,  to  represent,  Solicit,  and  transact  the  af- 
fairs of  this  province  in  Great  Britain  and  he  is  hereby 
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fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  follow  and  pursue  all 
such  instructions  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time  receive 
from  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly,  or  the  Committee 
appointed  to  correspond  with  him 

Resolved.  That  the  Hon.  William  Young  Esqr,  No- 
ble Wimberly  Jones  Joseph  Clay,  Samuel  Farley,  Thomas 
Shruder,  John  Simpson,  Thomas  Netherclift,  Thomas 
Young  and  David  Zubly  Esq™  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  a  Committee  to  correspond  with  the 
said  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  give  him  such  orders  and 
instructions  from  time  to  time  as  they  shall  Judge  to  be 
for  the  service  of  this  province;  and  the  said  Agent  is 
directed,  in  all  his  Correspondence,  to  address  his  letters 
to  the  first  named  in  the  above  Committee  and  the  other 
members  thereof,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  sum-

to  his  Majesty,  or  the  several  offices  and  Boards,  in  ne- 
gotiating the  affairs  of  this  Province  in  Great  Britain 

Resolved,  That  this  House  will  provide  in  the  next 
General  Tax  Act  the  said  Sum  of  £150  to  be  paid  to  the 
said  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr  for  his  Agency,  and  also 
all  other  Charges  and  disbursements  attending  the  same — 
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A  debate  arising  thereon,  and  the  question  being  put 
upon  the  several  Resolutions,  they  passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive. The  Members  for  the  Resolutions  were ;  Mr  Farley, 
D*  Jones,  Mr  Clay,  Mr  Zubly,  Mr  Thomas  Young,  Dr 
Houstoun,  Mr  Netherclift,  Mr  Powell,  Mr  Treutlen,  Mr 
Simpson,  Sir  Patrick  Houstoun,  Mr  Andrew,  Mr  Max- 
well, Mr  Sallens,  Mr  Stirk,  Mr  Millen  and  Mr  Shruder, 
the  Members  against  the  said  resolutions  were  Mr  Hall 
and  Mr  Jamieson — 

And  Mr  Powell  Reported  that  the  said  Committee  had 
come  to  several  resolutions  on  the  occasion,  which  they 
directed  him  to  report  to  this  House;  and  are  as  fol- 
lows; 

Resolved  That  is  (,,c)  appears  to  your  Committee,  that 
the  correspondence  between  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr  as 
Provincial  Agent  and  the  Committee  of  Correspondence 
was  mislaid  or  secreted  from  this  House,  and  every  Mem- 
ber thereof  during  the  whole  of  this  Session  of  Assem- 
bly until  this  11th  day  of  March  and  therefore  the  Mem- 
bers of  this  House,  who  were  of  the  Committee  of  Cor- 
respondence and  gave  such  Information,  as  is  mentioned 
in  a  report  made  to  this  House  on  the  3d  of  February 
last,  spoke  from  recollection  only,  and  if  any  mistake 
has  been  made  by  any  Member,  the  same  must  have 
been  owing,  to  his  not  seeing  the  correspondence  to  re- 
fresh his  Memory  by ;  It  is  therefore  the  opinion  of  your 
Committee,  That  a  Resolution  of  the  Commons  House 
of  Assembly  of  the  28th  of  February  last,  alledging  that 
this  House  was  uncandid  in  their  determination  on  the 
enquiry  into  the  Conduct  of  Benjamin  Franklin  Esqr  is 
illiberal,  and  without  just  foundation  and  appears  to  be 
calculated  to  make  a  Breach  betwixt  the  two  Houses, 
at  a  time  when  the  exigencies  of  the  Province  require 
the  greatest  Unanimity.  That  it  appears  to  your  Com- 
mittee, that  there  were  only  two  Letters  wrote  by  the 
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said  Benjamin  Franklin  to  the  Committee  of  Correspon- 
dence, which  ever  came  to  the  knowledge  of  any  Member 
of  this  House;  and  that  the  two  Letters  from  the  said 
Benjamin  Franklin  mentioned  in  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly,  to  be  en- 
tered in  the  Journals  of  that  House  of  the  7  November 
1769,  were  directed  to  the  then  Speaker  of  the  Commons 
House,  and  therefore  cannot  be  considered  as  letters 
wrote  to  the  Committee  of  Correspondence. 

Resolved  That  it  does  not  appear  to  your  Commit- 
tee that  the  said  Benjamin  Franklin  has  ever  done  any 
real  Service  to  this  Province 

Resolved  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee 
That  the  Committee  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assem- 
bly, were  imposed  upon  in  the  Information  they  men- 
tioned to  have  received,  respecting  a  letter  from  the  said 
Benjamin  Franklin  bearing  date  the  1*  May  1771.  Be- 
cause your  Committee  upon  enquiring  of  the  Members 
of  your  House;  were  informed,  that  to  the  best. of 
their  recollection,  no  such  letter  was  ever  Shown  any  of 
them  either  as  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Correspon- 
dence, or  as  Members  of  the  Upper  House 

Resolved  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee 
That  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  have  no  Right 
to  appoint  an  Agent  for  this  Province  by  any  resolution 
or  Act  of  their  House  only,  or  to  appoint  a  Committee 
to  correspond  with  any  such  pretended  Agent ;  and  There- 
fore it  appears  to  your  Committee  that  such  Resolutions 
are  unconstitutional,  in  as  much,  as  the  Commons  House 
of  Assembly,  thereby  assume  to  themselves  the  sole 
Power  of  Legislation  in  the  appointment  of  a  Brovincial 
Agent  and  that  the  said  Resolutions  are  an  open  attack 
on  the  just  Rights  and  Priviledges  of  this  House,  and 
the  known  prerogative  of  the  Crown 
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Resolved  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee 
That  an  humble  address  be  prepared  to  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  requesting  that  he  will  be  pleased  to  make 
such  representation  in  support  of  the  just  rights  and 
Priviledges  of  this  House,  as  to  his  Excellency  may 
seem  meet  against  the  encroachments  of  the  Commons 
House  of  Assembly,  and  that  no  pretended  Agent  ap- 
pointed by  any  Resolution  or  Act  of  that  House  only 
be  admitted  as  such  at  any  of  the  Publick  Boards  in 
Great  Britain. 

All  which  is  humbly  submitted  to  the  Judgment  of 
this  Honorable  House.
